Tlioutjli complete deafness is not as 


common nor as difficult to detect as 
partial deafness, it is all too com- 
mon. 
To prevent it, it is c-f 
the 


greatest importance that defects in 
hoaring be recognized tit an early 
age. 


Testing the Hearing 


Early recognition of this handicap 


is exceedingly difficult with the facili- 
ties at ' the command of the public 
schools. 
The usual watch-tick test, 


thu use of the tuning fork and the 
whisper test, are excellent methods 
of testing the hearing. Unfortunate- 
ly, these are not very practical when 
examining a large number of chil- 
dren. 


In addition, these testa are not 


thorough enough 
to detect partial 


deafness. 
I am glad to say that the 


use of these old-time methods Is lib 
longer necessary. A new instrument 
has been devised. By the use of this 
device, as many as forty children 
can be examined in a period of fifteen 
to twenty minutes. 
The results- of 


such examinations are more tliari 
gratifying. 
I hope it will be made 


available to all schools. 


I cannot say too much about the 


importance 
of early recognition of 


impaired hearing in children. 
Bear 


in mind that a child who is listless, 
inattentive or backward in his school 
work, may be so only because his 
hearing is impaired. 


"Problem" Children 


I believe that all children absent 


from school because of an ear. nose 
or throat condition, or because of the 
after effects bf scarlet fever or some 
other infectious 
disease, should be 


taken to the physician for a ranjful 
examination of the hearing. 
This 


procedure is also advised for children 
who show marked backwardness in 
their school work, especially those 
with faulty speech, and all .vho are 
referred to as "problem children". 


When teachers, as well ns parents, 


realize the significance of ear dipea.se 
and are instructed in the means of 
preventing this disorder, the preva- 
lence of deafness will be greatly di- 
minished. I am more than conh-ient 
. 


that when proper measures are taken j 
for the relief of ear defects the wel- 
fare of our children will be greatly 
advanced. 


Do not overlook the signs of de- 


fective hearing. 
Bear in mind that 


this, as well as poor vision. Is a com- 
mon 
cause 
of 
backwardness 
in 


school. 
Neglect of such defects Is a 


serious stumbling block to the prog- 
ress of the afflicted child.
